Boston, May 9.— Mar}* Koenig, a Ger­ 
man, aud spoken of as an industrious 
aud frugal wife, has recently been desert­ 
ed by lier husband. Her troubles worked 
upon her mind to such an extent that her 
reason finally gave way, aud but one 
thought seemed to control lier, that by 
killing her children and herself all ber 
troubles would be ended. Tho children 
consisted of Emil, 17 years old; Mary, 
13; Alfred, IO, and August, 5. 
Mrs. 
Koenig, who is 40 years old, occupied 
rooms on the third floor of the Warren­ 
ton block. She armed herself with a table- 
knife and pocket-knife and entered the 
room where the children were sleeping 
this morning. She first attacked Angust, 
whose throat she cut from ear to ear. It 
is not supposed that he made any sound, 
else the other children w*ould have been 
awakened. The woman next assaulted 
Mary, whose throat she cut in three pla­ 
ces, but probably not fatally. Tho girl 
ran screaming out of the apartments into 
the rooms opposite, occupied by other 
I>ersou8. The screams of the girl were 
supplemented by the shrieks of Mrs. 
Koenig, aud the w'ildest excitement pre­ 
vailed, though none of the neighbors 
dared 
enter 
the rooms. 
Meantime, 
Mrs. 
Koenig 
stabbed 
Alfred 
iii a dozen different places in the left arm 
aud then assailed Emil, who resisted 
quite successfully, altnough he received 
a wound on his left arm at the elbow. 
The children had run from the room for 
help, aud Mrs. Koenig was alone until 
the arrival of the officers, who found her 
sitting on the floor in a pool of blood, 
having cut a severe gash in the left leg 
and made attempts to open the arteries in 
both wrists. She appeared very composed 
anil expressed herself quite satisfied with 
the slaughter she thought she hail com­ 
pleted. The officers took her to the sta­ 
tion, where her wounds were dressed, aud 
she was afterward placed in a padded

“ Overwork,*’ properly so called, eta 
only occur when the organ upon which 
tbs stress of the labor falls is immature^ 
and, therefore, in process of develop* 
Blent. 
When an organ has reached the 
natality of its growth it can only work 
■p to Hie level of its capacity or faculty 
lo* work! Fatigue may produce ex* 
baas ti on, but that exhaustion will corno 
soon enough to save the organ. 
Re­ 
peated “ efforts” may, under abnormal 
conditions, follow each other too rapidly 
to allow of recuperation in the intervals 
of actual exertion, aud as the starting 
point will, in each successive instance, 
De lower than Hie previous state, there 
may be a gradual abasement; but even 
this process should not seriously injure 
a healthy and we 11-developed organ. In 
abort, a great deal of nonsense has been 
said and written about the “ overwork” 
of mature brains, and Uiere are grounds 
for believing that an excuse has been 
sought for idleness, or an indulgence in 
a valetudinarian habit, in the i>opular out­ 
cry on this subject which awhile ago at­ 
tracted so much attention. 
Neverthe­ 
less Hiere eau Lie no room to question 
the extreme i>erii of “ overwork” to grow­ 
ing children and you His with undevel­ 
oped brains. 
The excessive use of an immature or­ 
gan arrests its development by diverting 
the energy which should lie appropriat­ 
ed to its growth, and consuming it in 
work. 
What happens to horses which 
are allowed to run races too early hap­ 
pens to boys and girls who are over­ 
worked at school. 
The competitive sys­ 
tem as applied to youth* has produced 
a most ruinous effect on the mental con­ 
stitution which this generation has to 
hand down to the next, and particularly 
Hie next hut one ensuing. 
School work 
should be purely and exclusively di­ 
rected to development. 
“ Cramming” 
the young for examination purposes is 
like compiling an infant in arms to sit 
up before the muscles of its back are 
strong enough to support it in an up­ 
right position, or to sustain the weight 
of its body on its legs by standing w bile 
as yet the limbs are unable to stand the 
burden imposed on them. 
A crooked 
spine, or weak cir contorted legs, is the 
inevitable penalty of such folly. 
An­ 
other blunder is committed when one of 
the organs of the body—the brain—is 
worked at the expense of other ]iarts of 
the organism, in face of the fact that the 
measure of the general health is propor­ 
tio n ^ ^ the integrity of development, 
and the functional activity of the body 
as a whole in the harmony of its compo­ 
nent systems. No one organ can be de­ 
veloped at the expense of the rest with­ 
out a corresponding weakening of the 
w b o la — L a n c e t.

NoHutagef at theHumbolt Ye re in treated 
of the ) teen liar ways iii which blind peo­ 
ple form their ideas of tilings a1 amt 
them. Contrary to people who can see, 
and whose first impression of a thing is 
its total view, the blind learn by touch 
just the si.igle parts and form the idea of 
the whole by composing the parts. 
The 
teacher, however, has to make a decided 
distinction lietween a patient born blind, 
or who lost his eyesight before liis^ fifth 
or sixth year, and those who became 
Wind in later years. 
While the former 
has no idea and cannot j Missilry form 
an idea of light, darkness and colors, 
the latter has in his recollections of the 
time when he could see a rich fund of 
ideas which give his imagination color, 
light and life. 
Nevertheless, those l>orii 
blind know when it is day or night, 
when a room is lighted up brilliantly or 
when it is dark; “they nee through their 
skin,” as Diderot expresses it. Tile blind 
are born musicians, Idealise their ear is, 
or become* the most refined organ; they 
are no poets, however, and cannot pos­ 
sibly be; Hieir imagination is too color­ 
less; they love poetry, though, and fro 
qnently write poetry, but mostly out of 
love for the music which lies in the 
rhyme. 
Prof. Nothnagel made the re­ 
markable statement, and proved it by 
numerous examples, that the blind are 
fit to learn almost any profession. There 
are blind sculptors, blind farmers, etc.

second seam of coal. 
After a while 
sinking sets in afresh, and our second 
coal bed is buried beneath piles of sand 
and mud. And so the process goes on; 
during each period of rest a sheet of 
dead plants accumulates over the flat, 
and during the period of subsidence 
which follows this is covered up by de­ 
posits of mud and sand. The weight 
piled over it compresses the peaty sheet, 
and chemical changes go on which in 
the end turn it into coal. Afterward 
earth-movements bring it up from the 
depths to which it has been carried 
down, a portion of th® rocks which once 
oovered it is stripped off by the action 
of running water, and it is placed within 
the reach of man. 
But, when within his reach, how was 
it that man discovered that coal would 
burn P Possibly thus. 
There is in coal 
a hard, yellow, brashy mineral, which 
flies in the fire and not unfrequently 
startles the circle that lias gathered 
round its cheerful blaze. When exposed 
to damp air this mineral undergoes 
chemical change, and during the pro­ 
cess heat is given out, sometimes in 
sufficient quantity to set the coal alight. 
In this way it occasionally happens that

Transplant litpr Trees* 


Nearly every one who lives in the 
country at some time plants trees, but 
how few know just how to do it prop­ 
erly. 
At the outset it is necessary to bear in 
mind that the tree is a living hotly anti 
that the process of removal interferes 
with its functions, and when it is dis­ 
placed from the ground, causing an ar­ 
rest of the circulation that is constantly 
going on between the tree and the soil, 
a severe shock is sustained. Every root 
liber destroyed lessens by so much the 
chances of success, and when a greater 
Krtion of these are gone the tree is 
*ced to depend on its own vitality to 
supply a new set of rootlets before 
growth can take place. 
In the beginning bear in mind that it 
is important not to injure the roots and 
to preserve as many as possible, particu­ 
larly the small ones, for these are what 
must be depended on to start the growth 
in the new life. Where trees arc dug up 
to be removed a short distance preserve 
all the roots if possible. 
When the tree is out of the ground 
exposure to the sun or drying winds will 
cause evaporation, which is very detri­ 
mental to the tree, and is a common 
cause of failure, and one which is often 
overlooked. The foregoing points are 
in the hands of the nurseryman in con­ 
nection with nearly all our fruit tree 
planting, and he is under obligation to 
see that this part of the work is careful­ 
ly done as much as to expect his pay of 
his customer, and one that does not do 
it should not be patronized. If,however, 
the tree has become shriveled and dried, 


vtet soil. It should bo moderately dry 
naturally, or well drained. The whole 
soil should be well manured and thor­ 
oughly cultivated, at least for a few 
years after planting. 
Hoed crops are 
the only ones to raise in a young orchard.

vitality may often be restored by bury 
ing the whole tree for a few clays m 
moist soil, but it is far better not to have 
them get in condition to need any such 
remedy, which at best cannot restore 
the tree to its original condition. 
In excavating holes for planting it is 
not necessary to dig very deep, unless 
for a tree with a tap root; it may even 
be hurtful in a hard soil by affording a 
place to hold water under a tree to its 
injury. The roots of young trees grow 
near the surface, and the holes should 
be large enough to allow the roots to be 
extended their full length without 
cramping or bending. 
In case it is very dry at the time of 
planting it is a good plan to puddle the 
soil around the roots, always covering 
with dry earth. * In this wa}' moisture 
will be retained for a long time. Avoid 
too deep planting. The roots must not 
be placed beyond the action of the air— 
the depth they were in before removed, 
or more shallow than deeper. When 
filling press the earth from the first 
firmly, so as to leave no spaces, and 
have it compact about the roots. 
This 
latter point can not be too thoroughly 
attended to, and, of course, to do this 
well the soil must be finely pulverized 
and no lumps be allowed in the filling. 
It will be necessary to use the hand to 
place the soil in spaces where the sptide 
can not go. 
This firming, if well done by pressing 
bv the foot with the full weight of the

planter as the filling progresses until 
the last soil on the surface, which 
should be left dry and loose, unless it is 
to be immediately covered with a 
mulch, will save many trees which are 
otherwise lost. 
It brings every root in 
direct contact w'ith the soil and it stalls 
into immediate growth. 
The time of setting Is best when the 
soil has settled in the spring and be­ 
come warm, so that trees not being re­ 
moved begin to start. Earlier than this 
is not so well, for the sootier the tree 
logins to grow after being set the more 
likely to do well. We believe the proper 
time is the spring, the best time for 
planting all kinds of trees, although 
early fall planting is often recommend­ 
ed. 
Evergreens often succeed well 
planted in August, still we would rather 
risk them in the spring, just as they are 
ready to grow. When you would plant 
early potatoes is a good time to plant 
trees. Evergreens are the most sensi­ 
tive of any to drying while being re­ 
moved, and if once allowed to become 
dry it is all-day with them; no amount 
of pains or trouble cifn restore the lost 
vitality. 
For this reason they can be 
removed but short distances unless very 
carefully packed. 
As more or less of the roots are re­ 
moved or injured, it Is necessary to 
trune the top when transplanted. This 
as generally been done by cutting all 
the branches back, but a better way is 
to remove a portion of the branches, 
leaving those strong ones that are in po­ 
sition to give the tree a well shaped top. 
lf all the branches are left, and the pro­ 
portion between the tops and roots bal­ 
anced by cutting all back, in after 
growth some of these branches will re­ 
quire to be removed, an injury perhaps 
to the tree. This certainly will apply 
to fruit trees. 
Sometimes trees for 
ornament or shade require to be cut 
back to make a thicker top or one more 
symmetrical. I^arge trees arc removed 
in winter with a large ball of earth at­ 
tached to the root, and though a heavy 
job it is the only successful method of 
doing it. A trench can be dug at the 
proper distance around the tree and 
filled with course litter previous to freez­ 
ing, and also the holes to receive the 
trees, which will much facilitate the 
labor. 
Small trees do better than large ones, 
and it is better to be to the trouble of 
taking care of them in the orchard one 
or two years longer than to have them 
grow too long in the nursery row. Trees 
grown on good soil are better than from 
poor soil. 
They have more and better 
roots, and are in better condition to 
grow in their new location. Of course, 
it is not desirable that the soil where 
they have grown should be so rich as to 
produce such a growth that the wood 
will not properly ripen, but sufficient to 
make a strong, healthy tree. A tree in 
poor soil has weak, spindling, feeble 
tranches, and like a starved animal 
takes a long time to recover, even when 
placed in better soil with I letter feed* 
mg. 
After trees are properly transplanted 
they should be staked to prevent sway- 


In the absence of all other proof, the 
date of the patent will be taken as the 
date of applications and the date of as­ 
signment.

Tho inventor cannot relieve himself 
of the consequences of the prior public 
use of his patented invention by assign­ 
ing an interest in his invention or patent 
to the person by whom the invention 
was thus used. 
Where one of two conflicting appli­ 
cants has inadvertently obtained a pat­ 
ent without notice to the other, an in­ 
terference may then be declared mine 
])i'o tune between the application and 
the patent, under authority of the first 
clause of rule 93. 
The fact that a person holds stock in 
a company gives him no title to its prop­ 
erty, and the attachment of such stock 
in the hands of a stockholder, does not 
in any way encumber the property of the 
company. 
Conflicting applications under the law 
and the rules sustain a hostile relation 
each to the other, irrespective of their 
relative dates and filing, and the prema­ 
ture issue of a patent to one applicant is 
not conclusive either for or against the 
right to the other. 
A patent for* a machine can not be re­ 
issued for the purpose of claiming the 
process of operating that class of ma­ 
chines, because, if the claim for the pro­ 
cess is anything more than for the use 
of the particular machine patented, it 
is fora different invention. 
A patentee can not claim in a patent 
the same thing claimed by him in a 
prior patent in which the invention was 
described, he not having reserved the 
right to claim it in a separate patent, 
and not having seasonably applied there­ 
for. 
lf a patent fully and clearly describes 
and claims a specific invention, com­ 
plete in itself, so as not to be inopera­ 
tive or invalid by reason of a defective 
or insufficient speculation, a reissue can 
not be had for the purpose of expanding 
and generalizing the claim so as to em­ 
brace and invention not specified in the 
original patent. 
The statute of 1870, relating to reis­ 
sues, authorizes the insertion of new 
claims, founded upon the original in­ 
vention as exhibited' by the speculations 
or drawings in reissues when the omis­ 
sion results from “ inadvertence, acci­ 
dent, or mistake,” and where the claim­ 
ant has not by some act or omission 
estopped himself from exercising the 
right to amend. 
An assignment, therefore, purporting 
on its face to be the contract of the cor- 
{xiration therein named, declaring that 
the consideration has been ireceived by 
the company,and purporting to be sign­ 
ed by Smith, President of the company, 
who declares that he signs as the act of 
the company, and not the personal deed 
of Smith. 
If a person employed in the manufac­ 
tory of another, while receiving wages 
makes experiments at the expense and 
in the manufactory of the employer, has 
his wages increased in consequence of 
the useful results of his experiments, 
makes the article invented, and permits 
his employer to use it, no compensation 
for its use being paid or demanded (for 
more than two years), and then obtains 
a patent for it, the patent is invalid and 
void.— Western Manufacturer.

The use of watered silk for parasols 
is a new feature. White watered silk, 
with a shirred mille edged with Spanish 
lf*T*, a bouquet of roses at the top held 
by a bow of lace, and a Whitewood or 
other fancy handle, forms the dressy 
parasol for drives iii the park, and for 
midsummer at Saratoga, Newport, etc.
